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DETAILS OF IRISH ASSEMBLED MODELS 
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AN ATTRACTIVE RANGE 
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URING the year 1937 the increase in 
the sales of Morris cars in the Irish 
Free State was greater than the increases 
in their sales in any 6ther country in the 
world. A dew days ago Mr. G. C. Y. 
Brittain, managing director of Messrs. G. 
A. Brittain, Ltd., the assemblers of Morris 
cars for the Free State market, proudly 
made this announcement. To-day the new 
season’s models in this famous range of 
cars are announced, and from the prices 
it will be observed that there are several 
important reductions. 

These decreases in prices are an interest- 
ing feature—quite apart from the fact that 
they mean a lower capital expenditure for 
the purchaser. They reveal the fact that 
the progress made by the Morris designers 
and engineers and at the assembly works 
at Portobello, Dublin, has enabled the 
prices of Morris cars to be lowered despite 
the fact that the general tendency through- 
out the world is for an increase. 

One can be assured, however, that what- 
ever price reductions are made in the 
Morris range quality is never sacrificed 
for the sake of cutting a few pounds off 
the cost of a car. A glance at the im- 
provements in the new season & models 
will quickly confirm this. Another im- 
portant point is the fact that the work- 
people at Portob-llo are not being sub 
jected economies—-as a matter of fact 
Messrs. Brittain have just changed over 
to a 44-hour working week at increased 
rates of pay. The new rates were intro- 
duced as a tribute to the fine loyalty which 
the staff at Portobello has showr during 
the past year.

During 
the past season no fewer than 1,460 Morris 
cars were produced by this firm for the 
Free State market. 


ENGINE DESIGNS 


In the new season’s range of models 
there is an interesting departure from the 
usual Morris engine practice. Hitherto 


as 


the Morris organisation has concentrated 
on side-valve engine designs. Now there 
has been a big change-over. All the cars 
in the new range, with the exception of 
the 8 h.p. model, are fitted with overhead 
valve engines. 

In the 10 h.p., 12 h.p. and 14 h.p. 
models there is a new gearbox with 
synchro-mesh gears for second, thfrd and 
top. The 12 h.p. is really a completely 
new car in virtually every detail. 

Radiator shells are now painted instead 
of chromium-plated—a relief for the man 
who has to keep his own car clean. Steel, 
easy-to-clean, ‘‘artillery’’ wheels are 
another new feature. All cars, except the 
8 h.p. models, have built-in jacks. 

On the Morris Fourteen Saloon (Series 
ITI. )—the latest model—Crosley five-valve 
radio sets are fitted as part of the standard 
equipment, without extra charge.

NEW COLOURS 


A change in the finishing colours of the 
cars is also announced this season. Wings 
will no longer be finished in black, except 
in the case of the 8 h.p. model. They will 
be a darker shade of the colour chosen for 
the body of the car. A new grey and a 
new maroon are two of the shades which 
have been introduced for the new series, 
and it was interesting to see one of the new 
‘Fights’? finished in grey alongside a 
1913 Morris at the Portobello works of 


Messrs. . Brittain yesterday. It.was a 
silent commentary on the remarkable 


progress which has been made in motor 
design since 1913. 

The general specification of the 8 h.p. 
cars shows these models to have a 3ft. 9ins. 
track, and a wheelbase of 7ft. 6ins. The 
two-seater is obtainable in five different 
combinations of colours and upholstery, 
which, incidentally, is Karhyde—the car 
colours are black, blue, green, grey and 
maroon. Additional equipment includes a 


folding toughened Triplex glass wind- 
screen, detachable sidescreens and an 


adjustable seat. 

Five different colour combinations are 
at the selection of the prospective purchaser 
of the 8 h.p two-door saloon, and the 
additional equipment,. on the sliding-head 
model, includes a folding luggage grid. 
sucket-type front seats and a sliding 
driver’s seat in both the two-door and four- 
door models add to the comfort of both 
the driver and the front-seat passenger. 

The 10 h.p. cars have the new four- 
cylinder overhead valve engine, with a 
cubie capacity of 1,292 c.c. The connect- 
ing rods are of steel, with white metal 
big-end bearings of the full-ring type. The 
track is 4ft 2ins., and the wheelbase 8ft. 
4ins. The seimi-elliptic springs at the 
front and rear are controlled by Arm- 


strong hydraulic shock absorbers.

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‘THE WHEAT CROP 
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PREPARING FOR 
PLANTING 
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The notice from the Department of Agricul- 
ture which appears in our. advertising 
columns is a useful reminder that wheat is 
now admittedly the best paying crop on the 
land. The bulk of the wheat grown in this 
country, being of the winter variety, must be 
sown very soon, preferably in October, and 
if the best results are to be secured farmers 
should now be thinking over the preparation 
of the land and the securing of good sound 
seed, if these matters have not already 
seceived attention. 

The first essential for the successful pro- 
duction of wheat is the provision of a good, 
clean and firm seed bed. Where it is intended 
to sow wheat after-a root crop, nothing can 
be done, of course, until the root crop has 
been removed from the ground; but where it 
is proposed to sow on lea, or on land on 
which a corn crop was grown this year, 
early arrangements should be made for the 
preliminary ploughing. In the case of corn 
land every opportunity for. stubble cleaning 
should be taken, and the ploughing of such 
land and of lea intended for wheat cannot be 
done too soon. In the case of lea, the skimmer 
of the plough should be set so as to ensure 
that the grass edgings will be well turned 
under, and the furrows should be so firmly 
packed as not to give way when walked upon. 
It is no longer necessary to convince 
farmers of what most. people are already con- 
vinced—namely, that wheat production is not 
only in the national] interest as an insurance 
against any shortage in the supplies of our 
staple foodstuffs in the event of interruption 
of oversea communication arising from war 
or other cause, or to any failure of crops in 
the producing countries, but that it is a 
decided advantage to the country and to the 
growers that the large sums of money hitherto 
sent abroad for the purchase of wheat should 
be given instead to our own farmers. Last 
year over £2,000,000 was distributed in this 
way among Saorstat farmers. The fact that 


‘what was undoubtedly the most unfavourable 
sowing period ever experienced is in itself a 
proof that farmers had satisfied themselves 
that wheat is a paying proposition. 
In view of the lighter yields recently 
reported from some areas, growers must not 
be disappointed if, through their own failure 
to pay proper attention to the ‘selection of 
seed or to indifferent husbandry, they do not 
secure the results which well-selected and 
properly cultivated fields will normally pro- 
duce. Above all, they should not attempt to 
grow wheat on poor lands not well suited for 
the purpose. Suitable dressings of artificial 
manures will invariably improve the crop, but 
will not be sufficient to produce a g crop 
on very unsuitable land.
